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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 2-7, 9, 1 3 and 1 7-27 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: in claim 2, line 3, -:- should be inserted after "comprising", and in lines 4 
and 7, "of should read -in-; in claim 9, line 1 , "provided" should read -providing-; in 
claim 13, line 23, --:- should be inserted after "including", and in lines 24 and 27, "of 
should read -in-; in claim 17, line 18, --:- should be inserted after "including", and in 
lines 19 and 22, "of should read -in-; and in claim23, line 18, -: should be inserted 
after "comprising". Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 8 and 10-12 are allowed. 

3. Claims 2-7 and 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objections set 
forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

4. Claims 13 and 1 7-27 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objections set forth in this Office action. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Applicant's arguments filed December 20, 2004 are persuasive. Specifically 
Applicant's argument that "Bagrodia et al. disclose a process for producing containers 
for food and beverages from molded polyester compositions. An advantage of the 
disclosed process by Bagrodia et al. is the provision of containers with improved barrier 
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and visual properties. However, Bagrodia et al. make no mention or understanding of 
the ability to significantly enhance the physical and/or mechanical properties of the base 
resin. Bagrodia et al. do not contemplate the possibility of providing large, structural 
parts through blow molding of a plastic material being reinforced with nanoparticles. 
Thus, the Bagrodia et al. reference does not contemplate structural materials" The 
examiner finds that argument persuasive therefore all the 103 rejections in the 
application are hereby withdrawn.
